that would replace the closed 
Calvert Road. 

Joy said College Park would 
not be responsible for delays in 
the completion of the Metro line 
and presented council with a 
GAO report indicating that fund¬ 
ing shortfalls would prevent 
completion until the year 2001. 
Joy said, “I want you to under¬ 
stand it is no action by the city 
of College Park that is going to 
delay completion.” 

Joy was also critical of a News 
Review report which had indicat¬ 
ed that College Park had rescind¬ 
ed its approval of the Paint 
Branch Parkway. He said ap¬ 
proval had not been “rescinded” 
but, in fact, had never been 
granted pending the publication 
of an environmental impact 
statement for the parkway. Col¬ 
lege Park is still waiting for that 
EIS according to Joy. (Editor's 
note: Joy misinterpreted the 
News Review article. The only 
rescission referred to was con¬ 
cerning the location of the Metro 
station.) 

The Tax Incremental Finance 
District, Joy said, has never been 
refused approval by College 
Park. He said the city had only 
“declined” to approve the meas¬ 
ure pending its clarification. Joy 
See COUNCIL page 6, col.

Committee. She also served on 
the Committee on Banking, Fi¬ 
nance and Urban Affairs. 

Prior to her election to Con¬ 
gress, Mrs. Spellman served for 
twelve years as a Prince Georges 
County elected official. She was 
the first woman elected to the 
Board of County Commissioners 
in 1962, and to serve as its Chair¬ 
man. In 1971 she was elected to 
the first County Council under 
the new charter and served until 
her election to Congress in 1974. 
In 1972, she became the first 
woman to serve as President of 
the National Association of Coun¬ 
ties. 

The Gladys Noon Spellman 
Trail and Overpass was con¬ 
structed by the Federal Highway 
Administration across land of the 
City of Greenbelt and the Na¬ 
tional Park Service. It begins to 
the west at the end of Garden¬ 
way, an established city street 
that leads directly to the center 
of Greenbelt, one and a half 
blocks away.

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Smith Makes Farewell Address to GHI 
Members; 3 of 4 Member Petitions Fail

Outgoing President James 
Smith opened the annual 
membership meeting on May 
18 with a report on rehab 
which was summed up in his 
words "We did it!” And at 
$3 million less than the $20 
million it was expected to 
cost. The GHI rehab pro¬ 
gram is, according to Smith, 
the largest project of reha¬ 
bilitation of occupied dwel¬ 
lings ever undertaken in the 
U.S. 

Smith recognized that many 
people were responsible for the 
project's success. He particularly 
singled out the three GHI general 
managers who served during the 
rehab period — Roy Breashears, 
for his vision of what needed do¬ 
ing; Ken Kopstein, for his inno¬ 
vative search for financing; Tim 
Mifter, for the remarkable job 
he has done in dealing with con¬ 
tractors. Smith also acknowl¬ 
edged that the hasn't been 

perfect — many members have 
suffered problems; a few have 
suffered losses and all endured in¬ 
convenience.” But still the over¬ 
riding message was “We did it!” 

Smith then raised the question 
of the future—does the member¬ 
ship wish to turn back the $3 mil¬ 
lion or should plans be made to 
do some of the other things 
which need doing. He mentioned 
weatherstripping, insulation of 
block homes and drainage as 
possible candidates. This decision 
was not made at the meeting; 
Smith suggested that the mem¬ 
bership should let the board of 
directors know its sentiments on 
this question by letters, phone

calls and direct contact. He point¬ 
ed out, however, that once the 
money is relinquished, it woulci 
probably not be possible to get 
mortgage money again. Any fu¬ 
ture projects would have to be 
done by short-term financing or 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. 

Other matters touched on in 
the report included cable TV. 
Smith wanted the membership 
to know that GHI has written a 
contract incorporating procedures 
for stringing the wires into the 
units. The contract is now in the 
hands of the Storer company. 
Storer has not as yet signed the 
contract. 

Changing Demographics 

Smith had assembled some in¬ 
teresting demographic informa¬ 
tion which will undoubtedly in¬ 
fluence GHI policies in the fu¬ 
ture. The changing face of GHI 
is illustrated by the fact that in 

1982 55<% of the new members 
were single, 489c were between 
20 and 30 years old and 35 9* 
were between 30 and 40 years 
old. GHI families appear to be 
getting younger and smaller. 

The staff of GHI has decreased 
with the gradual completion of 
rehab. The heating maintenance 
department was abolished and 
the position of staff architect 
which recently became vacant will 
not be filled. All together, the 

1983 budget provides for 36 staff 
members, considerably fewer 
than the 73 persons employed as 
recently as 1979, 

Smith Farewell 

Smith, who is moving out of 
the community, was making his 
farewell appearance as president 
and as a member of the corpora¬ 
tion for 21 years. In his printed 
President's report, he noted a 
tendency in GHI “for dissent to 
be expressed in attacks on indi¬ 


viduals.” He attributed “an erod¬ 
ed image of GHI and its mem¬ 
bers” in the eyes of the greater 
community to “the persistent, ir¬ 
responsible criticism of the Cor¬ 
poration . . Smith concluded 
his report with a plea to mem¬ 
bers to get the facts, express 
opinions on the issues vigorously 
and then “work to support the 
actions of the majority.” 

As soon as Smith finished his 
report, the members lined up at 
the microphones to express their 
opinions vigorously. The first re¬ 
sponse to Smith's report came 
from member Bettie Denson, who 
indicated that she was offended 
by the last few sentences of 
Smith's report. Member Ben El¬ 
kins expressed his worries about 
rehab and his fear that “prob¬ 
lems are yet to unfold.” Sustain¬ 
ed applause followed GHI mem¬ 
ber and City Councilman Thomas

Councilman Thomas White, re¬ 
jecting City Manager James 
Giese's recommendation that the 
city express its opposition to any 
changes in the current route, said, 
“I don’t think Greenbelt should 
be injecting itself into this ex¬ 
change of resolutions between 
the city of College Park and 
Prince Georges County” 

White was joined by Council¬ 
man Richard Pilski, who sug¬ 
gested that Greenbelt should 
wait until one or more of the 
parties seek the city’s opinion be¬ 
fore it passes any motions or 
takes further action that might 
be interpreted as support for any 
of the particular parties. 

Councilman Robert Zugby ex¬ 
pressed concern that the city was 
indirectly opposing a municipal¬ 
ity’s right to make zoning deci¬ 
sions without undue outside in¬ 
terference.

The Prince Georges County Chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution will dedicate on Memorial Day 
a new gravestone and re-erect a bronze plaque commemorat¬ 
ing Isaac Walker, a First Lieutenant in the Maryland Mili¬ 
tia in the Revolutionary War, Walker is buried at the Walk¬ 
er family graveyard which is now located in Indian Springs 
Park, a small park belonging to the City of Greenbelt.

thers first settled the property 
located in what is now Greenbelt 
in 1746, having emigrated from 
Scotland. The farm was nam:u 
“Toaping Castle” after the fam¬ 
ily home in Scotland and remain¬ 
ed in the family until the land 
was purchased in 1936 by the 
Federal Government for the 
Greenbelt project. Except for the 
small city park, the balance of 
the farm is now the site of an of¬ 
fice park, the Golden Triangle, 
which is being developed by Pru¬ 
dential Insurance Company. The 
family home was demolished 
many years ago. 

Also buried in the family cem¬ 
etery is Isaac Walker's son, Na¬ 
than, who is believed to have 
fought in the Revolution as well. 
However, the D.A.R. has not been 


records. 

One of Nathan’s sons, born at 
Toaping Castle, was Col. Samuel 
Hamilton Walker, a hero of the 
Texas Rangers who died in battle 
during the Mexican American 
War. Samuel Hamilton Walker 
is noted for his work with Sam¬ 
uel Colt in perfecting the Colt 
revolver. The Walker model of 
the Colt Revolver was purchased 
by the United States Army for 
the Texas Rangers and their rid¬ 
ing into battle, each with two 
guns ablaze, gave fame and no¬ 
toriety to the revolver and made 
it the gun of the West.

Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
and other city officials. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, in an¬ 
nouncing the dedication, noted: 
“Gladys Spellman worked for the 
betterment of the citizens of 
Greenbelt as a member of Con¬ 
gress and as Chairman and 
Member of the County Commis¬ 
sioners and County Council for 
18 years. Congresswoman Spell¬ 
man has been honored by many 
others in many ways for her ser¬ 
vices to this county and this na¬ 
tion, but this will be Greenbelt’s 
own small way of saying Thanks’ 
to a magnificent lady and a dedi¬ 
cated public servant. 

“The Council chose to name 
this trail and overpass for Mrs. 
Spellman,” Weidenfeld continued, 
“because she was instrumental in 
obtaining the participation of the 
Federal Highway Administration 
and National Park Service with 
the City to provide this facility 
which joins two major sections 
of the City separated by the four- 
lane Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway. 

Gladys Spellman served as a 
member of Congress from Janu¬ 
ary 1975 until she was stricken 
with a cardiac arrest on October 
30, 1980.

rectors as a success. In the words 
of one member, GHI is now a 
“quality community” which will 
only get better. 

GHI Treasurer Frank Gervasi 
reported that all four areas of 
primary financial concern show 
important changes in 1982 as 
compared to 1981. Cash assets 
rose about $135,000 to almost 
$700,000. Overall assets rose by 
more than $5 million to over 
$24.5 million. A similar rise was 
recorded in 1981—the increase in 
both years attributable almost 
entirely to building improve¬ 
ments done under rehab. Overall 
expenses rose in 1982 by about 
$100,000. However, the corpora-, 
tion spent some $600,000 less for 
fuel oil than in 1981. And for 
the first time ever, GHI refunded 
money to the membership — a 
total of $308,145. Gervasi noted 
that rehab costs currently exceed 
$12 million. Repayment of the 
HUD loan started in July 1982; 
interest payments on the Na¬ 
tional Consumer Cooperative 
Bank loan were made in 1982, 
with principal payment beginning 
in 1983. In summarizing the fi¬ 
nancial outlook, Gervasi charac¬ 
terized the corporate financial 
picture as very good. He pre¬ 
dicted that monthly charges 
would remain fairly stable in 
both the short and the long run. 

Outstanding Employees 
The Outstanding Employee of 
the Year award was presented to 
Joe Early, who retired recently 
after 19 years with GHI. The 
plaque was accompanied by a 
$500 check “to let you know we 
really mean it,” said Smith with 
a grin. A special award was giv¬ 
en to GHIDC employee Ted Jett 
for his skill and patience in re¬ 
solving members' problems. A 
Special Member Recognition 
Award went to Aesthetics and 
Environment Committee member 
Joe Remenick for his services in 
revising procedures to meet 
changing needs.

explained that this motion could 
cause a problem because it is re¬ 
dundant in light of previous 
membership action (in the refer¬ 
endum of April 1982).

Censure Fails 

The second motion was aimed 
at the censure of a board mem¬ 
ber for an action which took 
place two years ago. Member 
Mat Amberg summed up his 
view (which apparently coincid¬ 
ed with that of the majority) 
when he said “The officer may 
have made a mistake. Intent was 
not proved.” The motion was 
defeated by a decisive margin. 

The third motion which failed 
was a petition that would have 
required the secretary to include 
a list of actions taken by the 
board of directors in the previ¬ 
ous year in the notice of the an¬ 
nual meeting. Possibly because 
this procedure had been charac¬ 
terized by the president as costly 
and cumbersome or possibly be¬ 
cause it was getting late, this 
question was called and voted 
down wth very Ittle debate. 

A total of 183 voting cards 
were issued at the meeting.

Series of Poignant Scenes

The Utopia Theater’s current / production, “Twigs,” 
written by George Furth and ably directed by Betty Xan- 
der, holds out to the audience what theatre always offers 
when it’s working: moments of delight and quiet under¬ 
standing. 


“Twigs” is not so much a play 
with a sharply focused point to 
make as it is a loosely related 
series of poignant scenes that of¬ 
fer us bittersweet glimpses of 
ourselves. What holds these 
scenes together is the family ties 
of the women characters. 

The first scene, “Emily,” is the 
story of a young widow starting 
over again. She has just moved 
into a new apartment. She meets 
Frank. And as they unpack her 
belongings and struggle to get 
the refrigerator in place, they 
struggle too with the weight of 
themselves as they try to make 
room for each other. 

“Celia” is married to Phil. On 
the day before Thanksgiving, they 
sit around the kitchen table with 
Swede, an old Army buddy of 
Phil's, and try to conjure up the 
past. Celia, however, has an ach¬ 
ing need greater than beer drink¬ 
ing and the great moments in 
sports. She begins to dance. But 
since Phil and Swede cannot hear 
the tune to which she steps, all 
of her movements seem awk¬ 
ward, almost inappropriate. 

In the third scene, “Dorothy” 
and Lou sit at the candle-lit kit¬ 
chen table, badgering each other. 
But once the kitchen lights are 
turned on and the candles blown 
out, our initial impressions prove 
false. The real character of their 
25 years together—their simple 
affection—comes to light. 

We meet “Ma” and Pa in the 
fourth scene. Ma is dying. And 
she knows it. But before she 
passes on, she has something im- 
portant to settle with Pa, and she

point of it comes through clearly 
enough. What I found lacking 
was the emotional charge that 
would turn an idea into drama 
and make me sit up straight in 
my seat. There are moments of 
real humor in the material in this 
scene, and they are simply never 
realized.

suggested that Greenbelt exam¬ 
ine the GAO report, which would 
clearly indicate what will ulti¬ 
mately delay Metro’s completion. 
He said the funding shortfall and 
the resulting “75-mile’' limit for 
the Metro will mean that Metro 
is unlikely to be built beyond the 
Fort Totten station. 

Councilman Edward Putens 
voted with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
in favor of reiterating Green- 
belt’s opposition to any action, 
by any party, that might further 
delay Metro’s arrival in Green¬ 
belt. This would include any pro¬ 
posed changes in the route con¬ 
templated by College Park. 

Weidenfeld said, “We are mak¬ 
ing our position known again as 
we have made it known many 
times in the past.” He said Coun¬ 
cil was not making any comment 
on what College Park might do, 
unless what it does becomes a 
delaying action. 

Joy suggested that Greenbelt 
representatives observe upcoming 
meetings between Riverdale and 
College Park.
